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This  design  incorporates  a  concrete  feeding  floor 
with  a  slatted  extension  built  over  an  open  pit  for 
disposing  of  manure,  thereby  reducing  the  labor  re- 
quired in  fattening  swine. 

The  slats  over  the  pit  can  be  made  from  2x8  oak 
planks.  Some  of  these  wooden  slats  may  need  re- 
placing in  2  years.  An  alternate  arrangement,  shown 


on  the  plan ,  uses  reinforced  concrete  slats . 

Dimensions  of  members  shown  other  than  poles 
are  based  on  the  use  of  dressed  lumber.  Pressure- 
treated  wood  should  retain  the  equivalent  of  8 
pounds  of  creosote  per  cubic  foot.  All  metal  fasten- 
ers should  be  galvanized. 

The  feeding  system  consists  of  a  storage  bin  lo- 
cated on  the  west  end  of  the  building,  a  conveying 
system  which  delivers  the  feed  to  the  pens,  and  pen 
feeders.  Storage  bins  should  have  feed  capacity 
needs  equal  to  1  but  not  more  than  2  weeks.  Com- 
mon bin  sizes  range  from  4  to  8  tons  or  more.  An  in- 
clined auger  delivers  the  feed  from  the  bottom  of  the 
bin  through  the  building  wall  to  the  horizontal  con- 
veyor. Adjustment  is  provided  at  each  pen  location 
to  control  the  quantity  of  feed  discharged  at  that  pen 
at  each  time  of  feeding.  The  number  and  timing  of 
feeding  are  timeclock  controlled.
